WILL FLOAT 
CHICAGO BY 
CIVIC POOL 


Will Buy $50,000,000 in 
tos A 
Tax Anticipation War- 
rants 
Associated Press 

CHICAGO, Jan, 24.—A civic pool 
was being formed by leading business 
interests today on which to float the 
city, the county and the school board 
from their “no funds” dilemma, 

The pool will be for the purpose of 
buying $50,000,000 in tax anticipation 
warrants, and this sum will be used 
according to officials to run the local 
governmental bodies until the reassess- 
ment is completed and 1928 tax bills 
collected. ‘The citizens’ relief commit- 
tee, under the chairmansiup of Silas 
H. Strawn, is organizing the pool. 

Mr. Strawn explained that large 
businesses, public utilities and rail- 
roads have on deposit in the banks 
large sums of money to meet the 1928 
tax roll. It is planned to use this 
money in the yer ord of the anticl- 
pation warrants which later can be 
redeemed by the several concerns, in 
the payment of their taxes. The pre- 
sent estimate is that the 1928 taxes 
will not be collectable before May 1 

The cash shortage already has forc- 
ed postponement of the pay of more 
than 40,000 city, county and school 
employees. The Chicago and Cook 
county shortage also has threatened 
to affect the state of Illinois, it was 
pointed out today. The state has not 
received its share of Cook county 
taxes in 20 months.

G. W. HYNDMAN 
FOUND GUILTY 
THEFT COUNTS 


Former Dominion Em- 
ployee Not Guilty on 
Third Charge

OTTAWA. Ont., Jan. 24—George 
Wellington Hyndman, former aasist- 
ant deputy minister of finance, was 
last night found guilty by an assize 
juny of stealing two war loan bonds 
from the Dominion government. He 
was found not guilty on a third count 
of stealing a bond, the property of 
Wm, Reynolds.” 

The jury, which was out four hours, 
accompanied the verdict with a strong 
recommendation of mercy on account | 
of Hyndman’s age and long service 
in the government, His service in the | 
department extended over a period of 
16 years, terminating with his sus- 
pension in July last, 

Mr. Justice W. E. Raney, the pre- 
siding judge, stated that sentence 
would be imposed at the conclusion | 
of the criminal docket, There were 
in all five indictments against Hynd- | 
man, the first of which was dealt with | 
yesterday, He will not be proceeded 
against on the other charges. 

The two bonds which Hyndman 
Was convicted of appropriating had a 
combined value of about $2,100, Evi- 
dence showed Kyndman had stolen 
one of the bonds in 1922 and the 
other in 1923. At the time of the 
thefts Hyndman was controller of curs 
rency. He was appointed assistant 
deputy minister of finance in 1924, 
The trial lasted two days.

Watson, Scotswoman, 
who sald th conversation with Controller Simpson and Mayor Bert Wemp 
that she, her husban! and daughter, aged 14, were now destitute after 
having been brought to Canada from Dundee, Scotland, on promises of 
permanent ebployment by the Navy League 

Col, Ceci! G. Williams, Dominion Secretary of the League, sald 
“The only atm of the Navy League is to help the mother country in 
respect to these former navy Men.

THE U. F. A. PRESIDENT 


Mr. H. W. Wood is again head of the 
U. F. A.; for the fifteenth year. The vet- 
eran president has succeeded himself so 
often that his annual re-election is now 
an item of routine procedure. There is 
always an opponent, but never a rival. 
This time the opponent got 35 votes out of 
nearly 500. Mussolini may be envious 
when he reads the figures. 

Eviderttly the members of the U. F. A. 
are very well satisfied with the way its 
business, and that of the wheat pool, has 
been conducted. And they are behind Mr. 
Wood in his controversy with Mr. Sapiro. 
They said so directly in a resolution, and 
again in the majority with which they re- 
elected him. On that score the public 
would vote the same way. 


CONSCRIPTION OF PROFITS 


Delegates at the U. F. A. convention 
passed a resolution declaring that if war 
should come again there ought to be con- 
scription of profits if conscription of men 
is resorted to. The remarkable fact is not 
that this resolution carried, but that it 
carried only after a long debate, and 
after the word “profits” had been substi- 
tuted for word “wealth”. 

In war time that principle would have 
been approved offhand by almost any 
public gathering in any part of the coun- 
try. There was in fact a vigorous popu- 
far demand for the conscription of surplus 
earnings, which found expression in par- 
liament. It is doubtful, with that in 
mind, whether any government would 
again dare to try to enforce conscription 
of men witholttt also conscripting profits. 
Conscripted soldiers and profiteering civi- 
lians are an ill-matched team. 


“STATE MEDICINE” 


Hon. George Hoadley thinks “state 
medicine” is coming, ‘whether we like it 
or not”; meaning, apparently, a system 
under which doctors will be employees of 
the state, and not private practitioners de- 
pending for a living upon the number of 
calls they receive and the fees they can 
collect. 

There are some reasons for thinking 
the Minister may be right, both in his fore- 
cast, and in the doubt he suggests that the 
change will be altogether acceptable. 
Municipal hospitals, free clinics, and pub- 
lic nursing services seem to be steps in 
that direction. 


Without altogether accepting this | 


broad assumption, it will not be strange 


if in this and some of the other provinces | 


some scheme is adopted before many 
years by which doctors who establish 
themselves in small centres and at remote 
points will be given a bonus from the pro- 
vincial treasury as a “retaining fee”, 

In the newer parts of the province set- 
tlers have in many districts pushed so far 
beyond established centres that they are 


practically out of reach of medical men. | 


Doctors could not earn a living in these 
remote settlements, and if the pioneers 
are to be provided with medical service in 
time of sickness*some form of public sup- 


port will have to be given to physicians | 


who are willing to locate among them. 


HOME RULE IN POLICE MATTERS 


If the proposal to abolish the city po- 


ously considered, one point will have to be 
kept very clearly in mind.

there. He was shocked to find in one and the same 
bed a sick man corpse, and a paticnt breathing his 
last 

“About a dozen years later Louis XVI suggested an 
investigation by the Academy of Sciences, and a com- 
mittee including Lavoisier, Laplace and Coulomb was 
appointed. Their restrained report more than con- 
firmed the Austrian monarch’s observations 

“Patients and co-pses were found lying together 
and sometimes six men were jostling one another in a 
single bed. 

“There was no special operating room 

“In those days before anaesthetics were in vogue 
the nerves of the sick were racked by the sight of 
preparations for the ordeal and by the cries of the 
victims. 

“Virtually no attempt was made to separate even 
contagious diseases. Women smitten with the small- 
pox were in the same room with fever patients. Linen 
Was taken off one inmate's body and put on another. 
The itch natnrally passed from patient to patient and 
even infected the nurses and the surgeons.” 

This was less than a hundred and fifty years ago. 
Yesterday I went through a thoroughly modern hos- 
pital. After all. maybe humanity does change!

Ap- 


parently, too, with good effect 

For instance in 1855, after Pierre 
Soule, American minister to Spain, 
and his son, Neville, had finished

States—at least in France or Spain. 

But of course those ‘days have 
passed. Today, even if there was 4 
desire to do so, no one could imitate 


the Soules. 
The trouble began in the U.S. Dur 


ing the administration of President | 


Pierce, a proposal to annex Cuba be- 
come the all-absorbing subject of dis- 
cussion in the United States and 
naturally in European chancellories. 

President Pierce appointed Pterre 
Soule American minister to Spain. 
Mr. Boule, while a member of con- 
gress, had supported Cuban annexa- 
tion. This made his appointment ob- 
noxious to France. When he passed 
through that c.untry on his way to 
Spain he was subject.d to annoyance 
and slight from the government of 
Napoleon III. 

He had scarcely arrived in Madrid, 
before this treatment was renewed 
through the French embassy. Mr. 
Soule speedily found a way to end the 
unpleasantness, 

The French minister, Marquis de 
Turgot, gave a ball at his palace. 
Custom necessitate@ that the Amer- 
jean minister and his family be in- 
vited, When they arrived the Marquis, 
with the Duke of Alva, and others, 
was sianding at the entrance to the 
ball room. 

The Soules paid their compliments 
to their host and passed on, One 
of De Turgot’s friends, looking after 
them, said, “That Madame Soule ts 


a beautiful woman; and how richly | 


she is attired.” 


The French minister answered | 


haughtlly: 


“Do you think #0? Well, I do not 
share your admiration of this woman, 


a ' v4 aS 
and apoicgired to young Soule.” 


She strongly reminds me of Margaret 
of Burgundy.” 


This remark was carried to Soule. 


If De Turgot had expected the Amer- 
| ican to do nothing. he was mistaken 
| In no time he felt a nudge in his side 
and turned to look into the angry 
eyes of Soule. 


“You shall answer to me for your 


indecent remark,’ said the minister, 
“You shall hear from me tomorrow.’ 


Overnight, it was whispered about 


that the Duke of Alva, not the 
French minister, had spoken dis- 
paragingly cf Mrs, Soule. Perhaps 
De Turgot’s courage had diminished; 
at any rate the Duke was one of the 
best swordsmen in Spain. 


But the Frenchman was not to 


escape, Though he never had handled 
# sword in his life, Neville Soule, son 
of the American minister, challenged 
the Duke. He attacked with such 
fury that the Spaniard’s swordsman- 
ship was of no avail. He was wounded 
B. me neck and napologized to young 
ule, 


The elder Soule now challenged De 


Turgot, They fought with pistols, The 
French minister, upon the exchenge 
of shots, fell with a bullet in his hip. 
The American was untouched. 


Needless to say that from then on 


the Soules were treated with vast 
respect by eveyone from the king of 
Spain down, Their country gained 
by thelr courageous conduct, too,

Mr. Ottewell Tells Agricul- 
tural Club of Present 


Situation

told the students of the relationship 
of the unemployment question to un- 
employment, 

“We have today a growing social 
Pain in the form of unemployment 
Which is due to agriculture becoming 
more mechanized, In all history the 
Social life of the people has from 
tlne to time been subjected to various 
readjustments which have caused in- 
convenience and pain among those 
concerned,” he stated, and proceeded 
to outline the conditions and the 
causes lying behind them. 

Agriculture passed into a new era 
of development about the middle of 
the last ‘century, with the introduc. 
tion of the self-binder and the gen- 
eral improvement of machinery used 
in the science of agriculture, 
portation served to make markets 
available and made it possible for the 
extensive farming which sprang up 
in the west to compete with that of 
the eastern farmers. The latter, car- 
rying on in more diversified lines than 
their competitors, steadily lost out. 
with the result that in a thirty-year 
Lo seng the rural population of On- 

rio fell off by fifty per cent. 

Tractor Brought a Change 

At the beginning of the century, 
with the growing tendency towards 
mechanical methods, tractors began 
to displace the former horse-drawn 
methods of soil culture. Of a sudden 
the fool-proof tractor became as 
popular as the fool-proof car, From 
the tractor came the use of the effi- 
clent combine harvester, which dealt 
8 serious blow to the employment of 
many men as harvesters, Citing fig- 
ures, he showed that, where a few 
years ago twenty man hours of labor 
Were required to harvest an acre, now 
it could be done as low as two and a 
half man hours to the acre, Even 
these figures, he cautioned, were li- 
able to reduction. 

Necessary For Competition 

A point that he laid particular stress 
upon was that these innovations were 
necessary in order to enable the Can- 
adian farmer to compete with mod- 
ernly equinned farmers in Russia, Ar- 
gentine, and the other large wheat 
growing centres, 

Undoubtedly the trend today is to- 
wards larger farms, thus leading to a 
sperser rural population, The serious 
part of the problem Hes in the lark 
of employment for the large bédy of 
drifters who had been accustomed to 
follow the harvest” and thus “stake” 
themselves for the winter, 

Solution of the problem would face 
the rising generation, he warned his 
hearers, and he uttered the hope that 
it would be rectified before it led to 
Some disaster, even revolution.
